Kuowu practice Is to elect only three, and In such
case) a return to be valid must be signed by a ma
jority oi Lunu, unauw uj iv possioiuty can a less
number constitute a legal quorum; but the rule Is
otherwise with respect to aldermen of cities. Most
of our cities are required by law to have as many as
seven aldermen, and none of them, we believe, has
less than live. To constitute a quorum it Is onlynecessary to have a majority of the whole
number present, and when such a quo-
rum Is present a majority of tbe quorum
may do business. Supposing the number to be
seven, four would constitute a legal quorum, and
three being a majority, that quorum could legally
net. although the fourth should refuse to loin thm
or should oppose their action C nsequently, if a
return from a city having five or seven aldermen is
signed by three ol them.

Answer We assume that the genuineness of th
return referred to relates either to the signatures cf
tbe officers signing, or tothe alterations of there--
turns, ine governor ana council nave no power to
reject tbe returns on eitber grounds, unless an ob-
jection in writing Is presented to them setting forth
mat ids signatures or sucn omcers, or some
one ot mem, are not genuine, or that
ine return nas oeen aiterea alter it was signed.
Then notice thereof should be given to all persons
interested, and where adjudlciatlng upon falls,
the goveruor and council should be governed In tho
admbsion of evidence given by the established
rules or evidence.

They are not to be strangled by Idle
technicalities, nor Is their meaning to be distorted by
earplugs and captious criticism. When that meaning
Is ascertained there should be no hesitation In giv-
ing it full effect. Toe laniruaire of Justice Morton in
Strong v. Peter, 20 Pick., 484, Is peculiarly appro-
priate to the subject under discussion. What he asks
shall be the consequence of tbe omission by the se-
lectmen or town clerk to perform am of these, theirprescribed duties, and upon whom shall It fall for
wilful neglect or duly ? The officers would undoubt-
edly be liable to punishment, but shall the whole
town be disfranchised by reason of the fraudor negligence of their officers? This would be pun-
ishing tbe Innocent for tbe fraud of tbe guilty. Itwould be more just and more consonant to thegenius and spblt of our Institutions to lulllet severe
penalties upon misconduct. Intentional or accident-al, of officers. But to receive votes whenever thev
can bs ascertair.el with reasonable certainty. If no
return or any Imperfect one can be received,
ltt it be supplied or corrected by the orig-
inal record, if any there be. Beturns should
be received with favor and construed with liberality,
for. he adds, from men wbo usuallv nm and nasarily must be enipiojed to mdke them. great for-
mality and nicety cannot be expected and should not
be required. Tne general principle wblcbgoverns is that while there should be
strict compliance with tbe provisions ot
tbe statute, yet when they are metelv
directory of such strict compliance It Is not essential
to the validity of the proceedings, under such stat-
ute, unless It Is declared to be therein. This is
specially applicable when the rights of tbe public
or ot third are concerned. Tbe dominant
rule Is to give such construction to official acts of
municipal ofujers as will best comport
with the meaning and Intention of the parties as
derived from a fair and honest Interpretation of Ibe
